OF INSINCERITY’ {5

Condemns in Christmas 
Message Those Who 
Use ‘the Lie, the Gar- 


bled Word’ in ‘Battle 
of Class Interests.’ 


VATICAN CITY, Dec. 24 (AP)— 
Pope Pius XII, in his annual 
Christmas message, declared to- 
day that a “policy of insincertiy” 
among fiations was blocking the 
path to peace and called for a 
“league of honest men” to safe- 
guard the world against war. 

The Pope specifically blamed “a 
growing tendency toward insin- 
cerity” for collapse of the recent 
Foreign Ministers’ conference in 
London, which he said had left 
the world “further than ever from 
the true peace.” 

He sharply condemned those na- 
tions which, he said, had adopted 
“the lie” and “the garbled word” 
as “accepted weapons of offen- 
sive” in an effort to “win at any 
cost the battle of class interests 
and theories, of ideologies and 
power politics.” 

The Pope named no names in 
placing the blame for the present 
state of world affairs, but his 
4400-word address centained many 
passages which Western listeners, 
at least, interpreted as condemna- 
tionsof Communism and t the 
postwar policies of the Soviet 
Union. / 

Of Europe, the Pope said “the 
wounds she suffered during the 
late war are still unhealed, and 
already the sinister light of a new 
conflict flashes on the horizon.”

One or more members of 22,000 
families throughout the nation 
will be killed or suffer serious in- 
jury as a result of accidents in the 
holiday period, the Safety Council 
of Greater St. Louis estimated to- 
day. 

Robert B. Brooks, president of 
the council, urged St. Louisans to 
exercise extra caution to keep 
their names off the list. If the 
three C’s of safety—caution, cour- 
tesy and care—are not applied, he 
warned, “the joyful season will be 
turned into a hollow mockery.” 

Aside from the hazards of fire, 
which center around the Christ- 
mas tree and decorations, the 
council said the usual increase in 
accidents during this season was 
due to heavy holiday travel, more 
dangerous in winter because of 
earlier darkness and bad weather, 
and failure of motorists to adjust 
‘their speed to poor driving condi- 


ons. 
Heavy pedestrian activity and 


overindulgence in liquor were also 
Usted as contributing factors.

The pilot, who had radioed he 
was being forced down by engine 
trouble, reported, We're on the 
ground, All safe.” 

The number of persons aboard 


the B-17 was not reported. 
Officials here said that a large 
frozen river normally offered ex- 
cellent landing facilities and they 
were optimistic that a rescue 
might be made by landing another 
plane at the scene. 

The grounded plane was out of 
Narsarrsuak, Greenland, and had 
been on a pre-Christmas supply 
mission to weather stations in the 
northwest Baffin island area, 
Westover Field officials indi- 
cated that the first operation 
would be a survey flight from 
Goose Bay, and that probably at 
the same time heavy clothing 
would be dropped to the crew of 
the grounded Flying Fortress. 
Meanwhile a DC-4 transport 
plane landed safe at Gander air- 
port, Newfoundland today, several 
hours after one of its four engines 
failed while over the Atlantic 400 
miles from land. It carried a 
crew of eight but no passengers. 
Its first distress message had said

000,000,000 francs ($1,340,000.000) 
to the 130,000,000,000 franc figure. 
The Communists and De Gaull- 
ists joined in supporting those 
amendments, over strong Govern- 
ment objections. 

The Government accepted an- 
other amendment calling for elimi- 
nation of the positions of 150,000 
of today’s estimated 1,000,000 pub- 
lic jobholders. Most of the posi- 
tions eliminated would be in the 
great nationalized industries, such 
as the power network, 

Mayer’s “austerity” program 
also calls for increased taxes on 
alcehol, precious metals, radios, 
spices, tobaccos and other luxury 
items, and for a special annual 
levy of $3300 on night clubs. New 
night clubs would de banned 
after Jan. 1, 

Meanwhile, more than 1,000,000 
French workers had signed up 
today with the new “workers 
force” being organized in opposi- 
tion to the Communist-led Gen- 
eral Confederation of Labor. 
Supporters of the new organiza- 
tion said the Confederation’s 
membership, which was estimated 
at 6,000,000 after the war, had

It is gen- 
erally agreed here that the state 
and the university are as con- 
servative bodies as could be found. 
Neither the faculty nor the stu- 
dent body has ever shown any 
tendency toward radicalism. Wy- 
oming, in fact, is one campus upon 
which no student group: even as 
far left as the New Deal has 
been able ever to gain a foothold. 

“Checking the textbooks is the 
sort of thing we should do regu- 
larly,” Simpson said. We'll do it { 
every year from now on until the 
crack of doom.” 

The protest of the faculty, 
which voted by a margin of 5 to 
1, revolved around the concept of 
academic freedom. Simpson, how- 
ever, made clear that he did not 
believe freedom was an issue. 
“They have all the freedom they 
want,“ he said. 

The action was begun Oct, 24 
when the Board of Trustees 
passed the following resolution, as 
recorded in the minutes: 

“Dr, Cunningham (Dr. P. C. 
Cunningham of Cheyenne) then 
moved that President Humphreys 
appoint a committee to read and 
examine textbooks in use at the 
University of Wyoming jn the 
field of social science, to“ deter- 
mine if such books are subversive 
or Un-American.” 

Opposition by Students 

The motion was carried, and the

BETHLEHEM, Dec. 24 (AP)— 
Pilgrims, thinned to a handful by 
the strife in the Holy Land, ar- 
rived in this birthplace of Christ 
for traditional observances to- 
night, 

Many of them came from Jeru- 
salem, down the road over which 
Joseph and Mary passed nearly 20 
centuries ago to seek and be re- 


fused shelter at an inn, Their goal 
was the sacred Grotto of the Na- 
tivity, on the site of the stable 
where Christ was born. 

Usually tens of thousands throng 
this hillside village, sacred to a 
third of mankind, for the Christ- 
mas eve ceremonies, but today far 
fewer braved the hazards of com- 
munal strife. 

In the grotto, there will be con- 
stant prayers until the early hours 
of Christmas morning before the 
little marble altar which repre- 
sents the manger. Services also 
will be held at other shriges in 
the Church of the Nativity and in 
the Franciscan Church of St. Cath- 
erine’s next door, 

The gray stone Church of the 
Nativity, built 15 centuries ago 
and rebuilt by the Crusaders, 
stands peacefully today under 
Bethlehem’s slate gray skies, a 
symbol of everything which Pal- 
estine is not. For peace does not 
abide in Palestine. 

Six More Killings. 

Three‘ Arabs were killed today 
when plowing near Beer-sheba. 
An official announcement said the 
killers were Jews, Two Arabs and 
a Jew were killed elsewhere in the 
continuing communal conflict over 
partition of the Holy Land, 

The fatalities rose to 313 in 
Palestine and 434 throughout the 
Middle East since the United Na- 
tions decided Nov. 29 to partition 
Palestine, 

Gunfire echoed through the old 
city of Jerusalem. An Arab was 
wounded by bullets from a speed- 
ing taxicab in suburban Romena. 

British soldiers, celebrating 
their thirtieth and last Christmas 
as a military power in the Holy 
Land, were expected to number 
several hundred in the Christmas 
eve services. In other years there 
were thousands, but today most 
of them are on ¢::curity duty. 

Protestants of half a dozen 
denominations hold their Christ- 
mas eve services tonight in the 
open courtyard of St. George’s 
Cathedral and the Greek Ortho- 
dox Convent, led by Anglican 
Bishop Weston Stewart. 

The Catholic services will in- 
clude Christmas carols. District 
Commissioner J. H. H. Pollock 
will represent the government. 
The consular corps was expected 
to turn out in full dress for the 
midnight mass, to be conducted 
by Msgr. Vincent Gelat, a Jaf fa- 
born churchman, the first Arab in 
a hundred years to conduct Christ- 
mas services in Bethlehem.

Anderson said some distillers 
speeded up operations in the 20 
days between Oct. 5, when the 
shutdown was announced, and 
Oct. 25, when it began, and there- 
by used up 8,000,000 bushels.

The institute contends this would 
“foster monopoly” by giving Pub- 
licker a disproportionate share 
and that much of the industry 
would find itself forced to buy 
spirits from Publicker. 

The institute contends that 
grain should be allocated solely 
on the basis of past consumption. 

Schenley suggested that grain 
be parcelled out in proportion to 
each firm's “case sales”—that is, 
the number of bottles sold. 


TRUMAN ORDERS U.S, GROUP

LEWIS UNION RULED. 
BARGAINING AGENT 


NLRB Won't Enforce Rules, 
However, Because of Non- 
Red Affidavits Issue. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24 (AP)— 
The National Labor Relations 
Board ruled yesterday that a John 
L. Lewis union is still the bargain- 
ing agent for a Virginia shirt fac- 
tory, but the board won't force the 
management to bargain with the 
union, 

In view of the fact that Lewis 
and his aids have refused to sign 
non-Communist affidavits required 
by the Taft-Hartley Act, J. Freezer 
& Son, Inc., Radford, Va., peti- 
tioned the board to withdraw col- 
lective bargaining rights from the 
United Construction Workers, 
headed by A. D. Lewis, brother of 
the miners’ leader. 

But the board unanimously dis- 
missed the petition, pointing out 
that the union won the right to 
speak for the 107 employes at ah 
election confirmed by board order 
Aug. 20, two days before the affi- 
davit provisions of the law took 
effect. Under the Taft-Hartley 
Act, the board said, such certifica- 
tions are good for one year. 

The decision said the non-com- 
plying union could not expect the 
board to act on any charge of un- 
tair labor practices it might bring 
against the company. 

“However, that is not the issue 
before us in this case,” it added. 
“If the employer should choose to 
bargain pursuant to the certifica- 
tion, and nothing in this order 
precludes its doing so, the prob- 
lem would not arise.”

Among the 850,000 displaced per- 
sons in European camps are 100,- 
000 agricultural workers, accord- 
ing to a vocational survey by the 


United States Relief and Rehabili- 
tation Administration late last 
year. Many of these workers are 
from the same countries ffom 
which the Midwest’s farming ele- 
ments had migrated. 

At the same time the farm. pop- 
ulation in the eight states of the 
“bread basket” — Minnesota, Iowa, 
Wisconsin, North and South Da- 
kota, Nebraska, Kansas and Mis- 
sourli—is down 20 per cent from 
1920 figures. Where there were 
five farm people in the west north- 
central states 27 years ago, today 
there are only four. 

Movement Grows. 

For these reasons, a movement 
has been growing throughout the 
Midwest in the last two months 
to push the necessary legislation 
in the next session of Congress 
to win entry of D. P.s into the, 
United States. 

The movement has the bdack- 
ing generally of the press, labor, 
farm and veterans’ organizations 


‘and has attracted considerable 


interest among the governors of 


the states concerned. 


Gov, 
Luther W. Toungdahl of Minne- 
sota, who is strongly behind the 
movement, is expected to invite

Rep- 
resentative William G. Stratton, 
(Rep.), New York, introduced a 
bill to admit 400,000 of them over 
a four-year period, but a subcom- 
mittee of the House Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee withheld approval 
after extensive hearings.

Andiysis of Problem. 

Analyzing the population prob- 
lem in the Midwest, University of 
Minnesota sociologists say there 
is nothing to indicate that the de- 
crease in farm personne]l—20 per 
cent since 1920—will not continue.

All indications are that secret 
police have increased in number 
rather than decreased, despite the 
nearness of the new constitution 
which purports to guarantee open 
arrest and open, speedy trials. 

Disappearance of students and 
liberals still is commonplace 
throughout China. Outspoken op- 
position to the Government is an 
unhealthy thing. 

Outsiders who Have studied the 
Chinese internal situation say no 
measure could bring greater reas- 
surance to China’s discouraged 
millions than complete abolition of 
such secret service methods.

The result has often been ap- 
palling confusion, both here and 
in foreign capitals. 

The plan as drafted by the Ad- 
ministration would go a long 
way toward putting an end to 
this state of affairs. 

Secretary’s Authority Outlined. 

Secretary Marshall and the 
State Department would decide, 
in anything affecting United 
States foreign policy, what could 
be done in carrying out the pro- 
gram, and how it could be done. 

The Secretary and the depart- 
ment would also have a great 
deal to say about who could do 
it 


“All those functions of the ad- 
ministrator (of the program) 
which affect the conduct of the 
foreign policy of the United 
States shall be performed, sub- 
ject to the direction and control 
of the Secretary of State,” stipu- 
lates the draft. legislation Presi- 
dent Truman has recommended 
to Congress, 

The draft legislation also ex- 
pressly provides that the admin- 
istrator is to act “with the ad- 
vice” of the State Department— 
and of the National Advisory 
Council on international mone- 
tary and financial problems—in 
deciding in each case whether to 
lend money or to give it away.

British Official 
Airlines Show 
40 Million Loss 

Unable to Compete 
With Private U.S. 

Carriers, Report 

Indicates.

RITAIN’S nationalized airlines 
B system is unable to compete 

profitably with the privately 
operated airlines of the United 

States, a governmental year-end 

financial statement shows. 

Despite heavy mail contracts, 
Britain’s three airlines are losing 
$40,000,000 annually, The biggest 
loss is shown by the British Over- 
seas Airways which competes with 
Pan American Airways, American 
Air lines and T.W.A. B.O.A.C. has 
lost $32,000,000 in the last year. 

A parliamentary investigation is 
in progress, with a full review 
scheduled when it reconvenes 
next month, f 

Britain’s three chosen instru- 
ment“ alrlines are asking for ap- 
propriations of another $40,000,000 
to cover next year’s anticipated 
losses. 

Complaints against the three 
lines extends into other fields. 
Charges have been made by for- 
mer pilots and executives that bu- 
reaucratic management has been 
wasteful and inefficient. 

Mail coming from the United 
States to England requires three 
or four days carried by United 
States planes. 

British ships carry mail from 
here to the United States and 
some take six or seven days be- 
cause of inefficient handling, it 
has been charged. Unsuitable 
equipment has been purchased and 
wasteful practices have been em- 
ployed in training programs, it is 
charged. 

Britain’s Socialist government, 
however, plans to keep airlines 
state-owned and controlled. The 
Socialists hope to reduce annual 
losses by consolidating the boards 
se operate the three separate 

nes, 

The only line showing profit 
is the British-South America Air- 


line going down South America’s 
east coast to Buenos Aires, 

It boasts the shortest route from 
the Argentine capital to London 
and is heavily traveled. It also 
carries a rich mail contract from 
Argentina to England. 

While the United States Con- 
gress has many times debated the 
possibility of designating a “chosen 
instrument” airline for America, 
there has been no serious move to 
nationalize the United States lines. 

Britain’s experience with Gov- 
ernment-owned operations prob- 
ably will influence other countries 
to leave their airlines privately 
operated, even though they may 
be a as “chosen instru- 
ments.”

Oh, they've lit their 
Advent candles one by one on the last four 
Sundays, hoping against hope that this trustful 
ceremonial might work at least a minor mir- 
acle, but there's no Lebkuchen and no Pfeffernuss 
to be baked out of the mumbo-jumbo about 1450 
calories and a hundredweight of coal for the 
long northern winter. 

When the stockings are filléd tonight and 
the light turned low, it will be hard not to 
think of Europe’s children — especially the 
younger ones born in the midst of war or war's 
aftermath and in no way implicated or to blame 
for the one or the other. It will be hard not 
to think of the unnatural rosiness—malnutri- 
tion’s first beautiful symptom—in those young 
cheeks. And it will be even harder to say 
that the restless sickle of relentless fate must

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The President's Stroll 
President Truman has abandoned his famous 
early morning walk for a late afternoon stroll, 
in deference to the Secret Service men who 
must accompany him and whose sleep had been 
disturbed.

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And There We Stay 


Hannibal and Caesar and Napoleon might 


shake their heads in doubt, and the freshman 


class at West Point might say to a man that the 


positions are militarily dangerous. But never- 
theless the British and the Americans must stay 
in Berlin and Vienna. Those two cities are 
islands in a Red Sea. It should be no very great 
task for the Russian Army to snip them off. And 
yet we stay. 

That determination was just voiced again by 
Gen. Sir Brian Robertson, the British occupation 
commander in Germany, and echoed by our own 
commander, Gen. Lucius Clay, But this js no 
military question, The issue is: political, 

The British and the Americans—and let us 


‘hope that Bidault cen persuade the French to 


join in the project—have no choice now but to 
work out the economic integration of Western 
Germany, Nobody, however, must be allowed 
to interpret that as tacit consent to the perma- 
nent division of the Reith. Nobody must be 
given ground for saying that there has been 
acquiescence in a drawing of the line of the Rus- 
sian sphere. along the Elbe. That would be giv- 
ing the Kremlin more than it could hope to gain 
by its campaign of calculated truculence. 

There has been all too long in certain Amer- 
ican quarters in Berlin a feeling that one must 
either yield to the Russians or go to. war against 
them. That is nonsense. The Russians themselves 
have demonstrated all too clearly how much 
can be gained without even making a gesture 
in the direction of a gun. Thank goodness, we 
are now meeting them at their own game. 

A decision by Landon and Washington to get 
dut of Berlin and Vienna would just be further 
fuel for the growing -suspicion that we really 
are conducting a slow withdrawal from the Con- 
tinent. Redeployment and the drastic reduction 
of Allied forces in Germany already stands 
against the protestations that we mean to stay 
until the job is finished. That is the major 
handicap of the bizonal occupation—that fear 


that eventually everything may be allowed to 


slide into the Russian lap. It qualifies and 
waters down all offered support. 

It is a doubt that must be overcome at all 
costs. If it were made clear that the British and 
Americans are ready to stay in Germany for 
50 years, they might actually be able to leave in 
five. Words do not help much here. Staying in 
Berlin and Vienna—where we have every right 
to be—is infinitely more eloquent, infinitely 
more effective. There we are. And there we 
‘stay +

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What an Itch Really Is 


A definition of an itch which strikes us as 
probably correct and wholly inadequate has been 
made by Dr. George N. Bishop, of the depart- 
ment of neuropsychiatry at the Washington Uni- 
versity School of Medicine. It is, says Dr. Bishop, 
a continuous weak prickle, deriving from pain 
spots on the skin. If it becomes a continuous 
strong prickle it is pain, and if the prickle tem- 
porarily accumulates it is aching pain. 

This is what an itch is to Dr. Bishop, but it 
is not what an itch is to us. An itch is what 
you get the minute both arms are full of pack- 
ages—usually an itching of the nose. It is what 
occurs to timid people applying for jobs, and to

time you get into a barber chair and the sheet is 
tied firmly under your chin for a hair-cut.

An itch is all these things to 
us and more, and heaven only knows what pro- 
portions it would assume if we took up, say, 
trapeze performing.

GERTRUDE STEIN’S 
LAST MANUSCRIPT: 
ON ATOMIC BOMB 


‘If They Are Really as De- 
structive as All That There 
Is Nothing Left.’ 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Dec, 24 
(INS)—The last manuscript Ger- 
trude Stein wrote before her death 
in 1946 showed that she found 
the atomic bomb “dull and mean- 
ingless.” 7 

The American poetess’s final 
work—a short prose study—has 
been tentatively entitled “reflec- 
tions on the atomic bomb” and 
will be published today in the 
Yale Poetry Review, an under- 
graduate quarterly. 

Miss. Stein wrote: 

J never could take any interest 
in the atomic bomb, I just 
couldn't any more than in any- 
body’s secret weapon. That it has 
to be secret makes it dull and 
meaningless.” 

In reflecting on the destructive- 
ness of atomic bombs, she wrote: 

“Wh the use, if they are 
really destructive as all that 
there is nothing left, and if there 
is nothing there is nobody to be 
interested and nothing to be inter- 
ested about. | 

“Sure it will destroy a lot and 
kill a lot, but it’s the living that 
are interesting not the way of 
killing them, because if there were 
not a lot left living now could 
there be any interest in destruc- 
tion ?”

Mickey as a Pug 
Mickey Rooney has shown that, if firmly sat on to keep 
him from mugging, he can be a quite competent actor. He has 
been kept well in hand in “KILLER McCOY,” which opens 
today at LOEW’S STATE, so he's convincing as a lightweight 
fighter, even though physically he dosen't 
have the brawn for it, being only of average 
huskiness in build. The final script was 
written by Frederick Hazlitt Brennan, who 
was a. Post-Dispatch writer in his well spent 
youth. It’s typical Brennan fiction—shallow, 
full of hokum and stereotyped characters, but 
with a wise weather eye to popular entertain- 
ment. It is typical prizefight drama, maybe more exciting in its 
ring sequences than usual, and you'll probably enjoy it if you 
close your eyes to some of its improbabilities and absurdities. 
Such as: a lightweight champ who's too obviously slender for 
the role (only in the final bout shown, with Professional Light- 
weight Larry Cisneros as his opponent, does Mickey's opponent 
really look like a top fighter); a famous betting commissioner 
poses at home as a Wall Street broker under another name; 
boxing writers and managers are fooled, bout after bout, by 
Mickey's pretense of not having a right-hand punch; to save 
his kidnaped father and girl-friend, Mickey has to take a 
merciless beating for seven rounds to throw the big fight, 
when any professional fighter would have saved himself from 
harm by merely back-pedaling. But it does have one earth- 
shaking novelty for prize-fight stuff. The hero’s face is actually 
badly swollen after the beating he takes. Jimmy Dunn gives a 
good performance as Mickey's drunken Pa.

I was very 
much interested to hear some of 
the things they are doing. 
They carry on reconstruction 
work in many European countries, 
also have a villa where they 
— 1 groups of laymen—doctors, 
lawyers, writers and politicians— 
to come together to discuss how to 
make Christianity a living force in 
their daily work. This is a type of 
Christian leadership which might 
carry something entirely new into 
many communities. They told me 
that the men of the war-torn 
countries feel the need of spiritual 
strength in their lives more acute- 
ly than do men who have not been 
so sorely tried.

THEY RECENTLY bought a ho- 
tel, where they furnish wacations 
to exhausted pastors from war- 
torn countries, And they are pay- 
ing for the care of many ministers 
who have developed tuberculosis 
and must take long cures. 

The world council consists large- 
ly of Protestant churches, The 
Roman Catholic church hasn’t yet 
joined with them, but while there 
is no organizational connection be- 
tween the Protestants and the Ro- 
man Catholics, there are man 
fields of work in Europe in whi 
they co-operate.

Overtoming 
Deficiency 
Of Hormones 
By C. A. Dean, M.D. 


HE hormones, or chemicals 

manufactured by various 

glands in the body (thyroid, 
ovary, pituitary, etc.) may be de- 
ficient in various people by reason 
of glandular deficiencies, “old age, 
or operations, The missing or de- 
ficient hormones may be replaced 
by taking these chemicals by 
mouth, by vein, in suppositories 
(to be inserted and dissolved in 
body cavities), by ointment 
(rubbed into the s and picked 
up by the blood stream). 

Since 1938 another method has 
been tried, that of implanting pel- 
lets. This means that tightly com- 
pressed hormone crystals are im- 
planted (placed) under the skin or 
in a muscle. These pellets may be 
thrust through the skin by using a 
big needle, or a small incision may 
be made and the compressed crys- 
tals then ae cane in the sees 
‘area. These ‘are then ab- 
sorbed slowly . the "blood stream, 
and produce their effects for a pe- 


riod of three months to one year. 


Although this is an advantage over 
other methods of administration, - 
many factors have to be worked 
out, such as standardization of 
dosage, area of choice, ‘and the 
rate of absorption. 

Question: Will it hurt a man to 
work in an office 12 hours a day 
if he enjoys it? 

Answer: Twelve hours work in 
an office every day is definitely 
not advisable, whether or not one 
enjoys it. This routine would pro- 
mote fatigue and monotony, which, 
when long continued, will do harm 
to the y, and increase the like- 
lihood of nervous tension. More- 
over, working 12 hours a day in an 
office prohibits a person from get- 
— adequate sunshine, fresh air, 
and rest; each of these is essential 
for good health, 

For the above reason one may 
develop nervousness or irritability. 
Also, one’s resistance to the vari- 
ous respiratory diseases may pos- 
sibly be lowered, The long, con- 
tinued tension, particularly in old- 
er persons, may show ite mark 
also on the heart.
